The report contains information on the work of the plant which, contrary 
to J its' name, was concerned mostly with the assembly of GJK-800 tractors to 
be used as movers for heavy artillery* It also did some rather insignifi- 
cant repair work on agricultural tractors and tanks* The report further 
discusses the labor force, production, the GJK-800 tractors, and the layout 
of the enterprise* 
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The GEPJARMU JAVITO VALLALAT Factory is situated in a forest 
near GQD0LLQ at 47° 36" N 19°21" E. The name of the factory is a cover 
name (Transport Repairing Factory) as the factory is classified as secret 
and is subordinated to the Ministry of Heavy Industry at BUDAPEST, Oktober 
6-Ut. This Ministry is believed to be divided into two sections known as : 
Section A - Overt Production 

Section B - Military Production and establishments classified as 
secret (head — PATAKY, £*-n«u*) 

The factory was built in 1 949-1950 and was originally a Russian 
ammunition dump in 1945. The factory now employs about 900 people, of 
whom 450 are actually engaged on production. The fhotory has its own 
railway station, G0D0LL0 ALLAMX TELEPEK* 

The planned turnover of the faotory amounts to 27*30 million 
forints per quarter. Of this, in order to maintain the cover name of the 
factory, a small amount of repairs to agricultural tractors, etc. is oarried 
out to the total value of 40,000 forints per year. 

^ Most of the buildings are new and are painted green and oan be 

easily seen from the railway line. The factory is surrounded by a wire 
f enoe and is patrolled by armed guards. 

5t The factory is principally engaged on the assembly of traotors. 

Type GJK 800, intended as prime movers for heavy artillery. They are based 
on the Russian model JAZ. A certain amount of repair work is carried out 

on tanks.

Bogey-wheels: rough castings supplied by another factory 
were machined at G0DGLL0 and then sent to another 
factory for fitting of rubber tyres* 

Shafts: made at G0DOLL0. This factory also made various 

types of shafts on order from the Ministry of Defence,
